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5.—AUSTRALIAN PARLIAMENTS. 


The Legislature of the Commonwealth and of each 
State except Queensland is bicameral, consisting of 
an Upper and a Lower House. In Queensland the 
Upper House was abolished in 1922. In the Com- 
monwealth Parliament the Upper House is known 
as the Senate and the Lower as the House of 
Representatives ; in the bicameral States the Upper 
House is known as the Legislative Council and the 
Lower House, in New South Wales, Victoria, 
Queensland and Western Australia, as the Legislative 
Assembly and, in South Australia and Tasmania, 
as the House of Assembly. 


Adult suffrage for British subjects with the 
necessary residential qualifications prevails in 
respect of both Commonwealth Houses and the 


State Lower Houses. Voting is compulsory. For 
the State Upper Houses, except in New South 
Wales and Victoria, some property or_ special 
qualification is required for electors. In New 
South Wales the Council is elected by members of 
both Houses at a simultaneous sitting, and in 
Victoria adulu suffrage was enacted in 1950. 


Membership of both Commonwealth Houses is 
open to adult British subjects with three years’ 
residence in Australia and qualified as electors. 
In the State Lower Houses the requirements for 
membership are similar, but with varying periods 
of residence, and in some States naturalized subjects 
must have five years’ status. For membership of 
the State Upper Houses in some States a candidate 
must have, as well as more general qualifications, 
a@ minimum age of 25 or 30 years.
